Boycott 

Wallace Signers 
Hit By NAACP 

An economic boycott of 63 city 
and county businesses by the 
black community of Frederick 
was slapped on last night by the 
local chapter of the National As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Colored People. 

In announcing the boycott, 
NAACP President Leonard Green 
said that the object was to point 
up inequities in the treatment of 
Negroes in Frederick. 

The boycott announced at a 
press conference last night, was 
lodged against the people who 
are owners, presidents or serve 
in a managerial position in the 
businesses and who signed peti- 
tions supporting Gov. George 
Wallace before the election. 

He denied that the boycott had 
political overtones. 

The Frederick boycott marks 
the first time in the nation, how- 
ever, that action by the NAACP 
has been taken against those who 
signed petitions for a political 
candidate after the election was 
already decided. 

,The precedent, which Green 
said was not opposed by either 
the state or national NAACP 
groups, was set last night. 

Lord D. Nickins, chairman of 
the committee who compiled the 
list, said that the boycott is not 
intended to destroy the rights of 
those who signed the petition. 

“They exercised their right to 
sign, and now we are exercising 
our right not to spend our money 
in those places of business.” he 
said. 

Green added that there prob- 
ably wfll be a subsequent list of 
businesses, who are alleged to , 
practice discrimination in em- 
ployment and promotion proced- 
ures against Negrops, hopeful- j 
ly he said, “in the 'very near '■ 
future.” 

The boycott, according to Nick- 
ins, is not basically intended 
against Wallace supporters but to 
awaken people to the plight of the 
f Negro, both in Frederick and na- 
tionally, and to get people who 
are “on the fence” to start tak- 
ing action to correct the situa- 
tion. . * 

The businesses listed on the 
boycott might get off the list if 


the owners issue a statement to 
n clarify business practices, or 
otherwise act in good faith to con- 
tact the NAACP here and try to 
help correct underlying issues 
of the whole thing, Green said. 

/' Denying that the move had po- 
litical overtones, the spokesmen 
for the NAACP in Frederick said 
that the boycott was against those 
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.10 supported Wallace, who they 
knew had racist feelings. Thus, 
the signers also share those feel- 
ings and why should Negroes sup- 
port them with their earnings, he 
asked. 

, The overall aim, however, is to 
try and get some action in cor- 
recting what the leaders feel are 
slum conditions and discrimina- 
tory practices here. 

The boycott is the first step, 
and Nickens said he hopes other 
stiff actions will not be necessary 
to get a meaningful course of 
correction started. 

It was estimated at the press 
meeting that the Frederick Negro 
population is about 11 per cent of 
the total, or between 2,500 and 
2,800 black residents. 

Green implied that there had 
been rumors of legal action to 
block the boycott, but said he had 
heard nothing definite yet.
